dealing with somebody in a 
hostage crisis or barricade situa- 
tion you have to have some com- 
passion because a lot of people 
in these predicaments don’t nor- 
mally receive a lot of under- 
standing from people. Talking 
and listening skills are impor- 
tant too. You have to bond with 
the person you are negotiating 
with. You have to find topics of 
similar interests between you. 
Most importantly, you have to be 
sincere, and not manipulative.” 
“I try to have a Christian philos- 
ophy,” continues Neville, who for 
three years has also been a lec- 
tor at St. Thomas Church, “I 
don’t pass judgment on the peo- 
ple I am negotiating with, or 
people in general. I keep an 
open mind, and I stay calm. I 
really think that the vast major- 
ity of people are decent. I rec- 
ognize that people make mis- 
takes.” 

These are the philosophies and 
viewpoints that we hope for in a 
police officer whenever we are in 


danger and need help, or when- 
ever we ourselves slip up and

to the Annual Town Report for 
, the library’s collection totaled 
467 books. Today the library col- 
tion of 90,000 items includes 
ks, videos, compact discs, books 

" tape and Internet access. 

In 1899, 317 people borrowed 
books during the year. Now an av- 
brage of 400 people a day use the 

brary and over 14,000 residents 
fave a library card. The town’s 
ppropriation for books 100 years 
go Was $148.31. In F'Y00, the town 
Gppropriated $76,320 for books and 
Other library materials. Other ex- 
penditures in 1899 for the library 


included a cord of wood for $4.00 
and $1.50 to Louis McMahon for 
sawing and housing the wood. 

The Town Report for 1899 and 
1900, which is on display in the new 
book reading area onthe main floor, 
provides some perspective on how 
dramatically the library and the 
town have changed in the past 100 
years.

How do 
Kelley story? 

Do you start with his 50 years of 
coaching which he is celebrating 
this month? Do you talk about how 
in his first year of coaching the 
boys hoop team of St. Charles High 
of Waltham, who were 10-12 and 
seeded last in the Catholic Tourna- 
ment, heat St. Mary’s of Waltham, 
42-29, who were 18-1 and the num- 
ber one seed? 

Do you talk about the person 
Frank Kelley who has the utmost 
admiration andrespect inthis town? 
Do you talk about how he spent 9.5 
years from ages 2-12 confined to a 
hospital bed as he was diagnosed 
with tuberculosis which eventually 
settled into his hip, making it im- 
possible for him to use his legs in 
sports? 

Do you talk about the teacher 
Frank Kelley, who spent 37 years 
as a mathematics instructor at 
WHS, who told his famous 763 jokes, 
who gave impossible. math equa- 
tions, who, when he found out a 
student he had in class turned him 
down to join one of his track teams, 
threw out the famous line, “Do you 
wanna pass math”? 

Do you talk about the man who 
initiated the Wilmington High cross 
c¢intry and track programs, the 
man who was inducted into the 
WHS Hall of Fame in its first ballot 
and inducted into the Massachu- 
setts Track Hall of Fame? 

Do you talk about a man who is 
an idol in this town, an idol in the 
hallways of Wilmington High and 
whose name is always mentioned 
in the same sentence when talking 


about Wilmington High School? 
Or do'you talk about the charac- 


No longer.a full-time teacher-at 
WHS, as Kelley retired after the 
1994 school season, and no longer a 
part of the track and cross country 
programs, Kelley still substitutes 
at WHS, and is an assistant track 
and field coach at Weston High. But 
he is still Frank Kelley, the same 
man who roams the halls of Wilm- 
ington with that big grin on his 
face. He's still doing what he ulti- 
mately was put on this Earth to do: 
be with high school students. 

“T had a good time and I’m still 
having a good time,” he said. 
The early years 

Kelley graduated from St. 
Charles of Waltham, already know- 
ing a year earlier that he wanted to 
bea teacher. He would go to Boston 
College, earn a Bachelor’s Degree 
in mathematics, andthena Master’s 
Degree. It was his junior year at BC 
in the first week of November when

he was asked by Father McCarthy, 
the headmaster of the public school 
of St. Charles of Waltham (which 
no longer exists) if he would be 
interested in coaching, but not tell- 
ing Kelley in what sport the posi- 
tion was tobe. Kelley talked it over 
with his mother and uncle, took it 
and was named the boy’s basket- 
ball coach in 1949. 

That year the team went 10-4 in 
the league and 0-8 in non-league 
games. Butbecause a team dropped 
out of the Catholic tournament, St. 
Charles was invited in. On March

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or four players who got scholar- 
ships to division one schools and we 
didn’t have any.” 

Kelley had never played basket- 
ball or any other sport for that 
matter. He had been a scorekeeper 
and timekeeper for the team in high 
school before he was offered the 
job. Kelley firmly believes and 
proves that one doesn’t have to be 
a star athlete in order to be able to 
coach, and do it extremely well. 

He would spend four years at St. 
Charles as the basketball coach. 
He graduated from BC and w;

third year as head coach, the team 
won its league championship and 
played in the catholic tournament 
against Cathedral of Boston which 
had two players who were 6’5”, one 
who was 6’3” and another who was 
6'1”. Kelley’s tallest player was 
5’10”. That game St. Charles would 
win holding Cathedral's top scorer 


to zero points, as they played great 
defense and boxed out. 

“Then we played ArchBishop 
Williams,” he said. “And I honestly 
didn’t think we had any chance at 
all of beating them. With three min- 
utes to go in the game we were up 
by three points and we lost by 21. 
We lost all five of our players (to 
fouls).” 

On November 3, 1953, Kelley was 
still working at M.L.T. part-time 
and still looking for a teaching job. 
Hesent résumés out to 85 schools in 
Massachusetts, hearing from one 
getting an interview with them and 
never hearing a word since. He 
then got a call from the State of 
Maine Department of Education 
which invited him to Sacco Maine, 
the home of Thornton Academy for 
a fulltime teaching position. He 
would spend four years there, not 
coaching in his first year. It was his 


second year there when athletic pee 


director Tommy Eck — who would 
eventually leave there to be the 
football coach at Chelmsford - asked 
Kelley to be the basketball coach. 

“(Eck told me) that if I took the 
job that it was their policy that I 
had to be an assistant coach in 
another sport. So he told me to 
choose between baseball and track. 
My best friend in the math depart- 
ment, Nate Johnson, was the track 
coach. So that’s how I got startedin 
track. 

“If you can’t be good, be lucky. 
And that fell right on my lap.” 

He would spend the next three 
years there as the hoop coach and 
assistant track coach. But in June 
of 1957 he was fired as basketball 
coach. He wasn’t given any real 
reasons but said he thinks it was 
because he didn’t win enough. 

“They told me that they wanted 
me to resign as coach but wanted

Kelley didn’t have a driver’s li- 
cense in 1957, nor did he have a job. 
He would research towns in Massa- 
chusetts that had nearly the same 
population that Sacco. He liked 
Thornton Academy, the kids, and 
wanted to go to a place that was 
similar to that environment. He 
would send out résumés once again 
with two showing interest: North 
Andover High and Wilmington High. 
He told the administrators of North 
Andover that he didn’t drive and 
they took a visit to his home in 
Maine and asked him to take a 


position at the high school, teach- 
ing four math classes and one gen- 
eral science course. He said no 
thanks; he wanted to teach math 
and math only. 

Wilmington entered the picture, 
but the administrators asked Kelley 
to come to the high school for an 
interview. Kelley would hopped on 
a train that would take him from 
Sacco, Maine to Sullivan Square in 
Boston. From there he took a sub- 
way, before taking a bus to The 
Square (Rte. 62 and 38) in Wilming- 
ton. He walked about a mile to the 
Roman House where he was sup- 
to meet Superintendent of 
Schools John Collins for a 2:00 meet- 
ing on a Sunday afternoon. 

Collins was 15 minutes late, as 
he was having dinner with his fam- 
ily. He arrived and interviewed 
Kelley for about an hour. After he 
was done, Kelley asked him a ques- 
tion: “Now that you are done inter- 
viewing me Mr. Collins, do you 
mind if I interview you? I want to 
see if you are the kind of person I 
want to teach for.” 

Collins said sure and Kelley 
asked one pinpoint question: “Will 
anyone tell me how to teach, howto 
test and how to mark my students?” 
The answer was no, and although 
whispers came throughout his ten- 
ure at WHS, no one ever did. 

“] liked the fact that it was inde- 
pendent that you could do what you 
wanted to do,” he said. “I always 
took suggestions from other teach- 
ers but I wanted to do things my 
way. I was stubborn, but not stu-

It was during the fall of the first 
year as a teacher,at WHS, when 
Kelley stood watching the football 
team practice. Then athletic direc- 
tor Larry Cushing, Sr. approached 
Kelley, introduced himself and 
asked if Kelley was interested in 
starting up a spring track program 
which was a club team at the time. 
The former leader had left that. 
Kelley responded with “how about 
a cross country program since this 
is the fall season?” Cushing said 
that once the track programs were 
established then a cross country 
program could immediately follow. 
Inthespring of 1958, Kelley’s spring 
trackteam hadits first meet against 
Bedford. They got creamed. 

“After the first few meets three 
players from the baseball team 
asked me if they could join the 
team. I told them that they had to 
ask Coach [Joe] Gilligan. They did 
and he told them that all three of 
them probably wouldn’t be starters 
but would see some playing time. 
So they decided to leave the base- 
ball team and came out for track. 
Those three players were Phil 
Tucker, who ran the mile, did the 
high jump and long and held the 
long jump record for many years; 


Brian Phillips, who did the long 
jump, the 220 and sometimes the 
quarter mile; and Winston Fairfield 
who was 6’4, 250 pounds and threw 
the shot put and ran the mile. Win-

On Monday night they scored 
one basket in the first 12 minutes, 
trailed by 14 and won by eight 
Tuesday night they scored nine 
points in the first 13 minutes and 
won by six in overtime.

Now the secret is out why the 
Tewksbury boys hoop team 
struggled for two victories last sea- 
son and already matched their win 
total in just four games this season 
with practically the same team 
They need to shoot 1-for-20 in the 
early goings and then 19-for-20 in 
the latter goings.

On Tuesday night, Tewksbury 
overcame a 24-9 deficit to beat Wilm- 
ington at their own place and at 
their own tournament, to be the 
champions of the 20th annual 
Knights of Columbus Christmas 
Tournament. The last time 
Tewksbury won the tournament was 
in 1988 when someone named Jim 
Sullivan sank a shot with five sec- 
onds to go in the game 

That same Jim Sullivan is now 
manning the bench for Tewk&bury 
and now has four victories under 
his belt as head coach. 

“[ really believe that tonight we 
became a team,” said Sullivan 
“These two games we have réally 
come together. When the chips are 
down these kids don’t fold. This 
win and this memory of the win will 
last a lifetime with these kids as it 
will mine.” 

Wilmington saw its lead dwindle 
because Roger Brasil, the all-time 


leading scorer at TMHS, who de- 
cided to step his play up a few 
notches, When Tewksbury trailed 
24-9 Brasil had combined to shoot 3- 
for-26 in the two games. The rest of 


the game he deposited 10-of-20as he 
finished with 36 points, 7 assists and 
7 rebounds. All he did on Tuesday 
was score the last 12 points for 
Tewksbury in the first half, 7-of- 
the-first-11 points in the second half, 
as well as 6 of the team’s 8 points in 
overtime including two devastat- 


ing jump shots. That earned him - 


M.V.P. honors, as he combined for 
50 points, 14 assists and 9 rebounds 
in the two games and that includes 
sitting out the first 7 minutes of 
Monday's game along with center 
Ryan White for disciplinary rea- 
sons.

‘We really wanted the 
momentum to pick up for this 
program, and with all the pub- 
licity it caught on like wildfire. 
We did a statewide training pro- 
gram for probation officers, so 
that they could learn about 
brain injury.

At the end of the program 
the probationers get to fill out 
an anonymous evaluation form,

“There is no cure for brain 
injury, Broding says. ‘Therefore, 
the only cure is prevention....”
